COUNT TON ARNIN AND BiSIAICK 


A Strange Story of an Old World Tangle 
from St. Louis by way of Oincinnati. 


Cincinnati, 0., Nov, i, 1874. 
The Commercial to-day contains tne lollowiug 
special deapalch:— 
ST. Lodis, Mo.. Ock 81, 1871. 
On W ednesday evening last, a yoong Oerman, 
wboae nam e cannot be learned, was taken In 
cnarge by .Mr. Thomas Lauergan. m anager of tbe 
detective associauoa of this city. Tlie o rder for 
his capture cam e by cable from Bismarck, in Ber­ 
lin, He was an under secrow ry to Conat von 
Arnlm when th at noblem an was offlciaUng as 
M inister 
a t 
Paris. At 
the tim e tbe lehlers 
of Bismarck to 
tbe 
C ount w ere ab euaoted 
from 
tbe 
archives 
of 
the 
Faria Legation 
a porUon of them were confided to the care of tn e 
un d er secretary, w ith InalrucUons to keep olm- 
seif out of the way. 
He rem ained concealed until 
Von Arnlm'a aire sk and about six weekv ago he 
started lor New York, and proceeded thence to 
Kansan City, Mo., where be rem ained two wwka. 
At tbe expiration of tb at tim e ne came to Sk 
Lonto, Where he arrived ten days ago. 
He took lodgings in the aristocratic portion 
tbe city under an assume>i nam e. Money seemed 
to oe plentliul w ith blm and he m ade no effort to 
aecnre em ploym enk 
w hen Von Arnlm w m ad ­ 
m itted to ball, he pledged him self to secure the 
retu rn of the Under secretary and also of the pa­ 
pers in bU poasesaioD, and furnlaned Bismarck 
w ith the cine to bis whereabouts. 
Bism arck's dispatch was to tbe Oerm an offlolala 
a t W ashington, and they com m unicated w ith 
Lanergan here. 
He tm m eautely p u t blm self in 
commonicaclon with tbe under secretary, who de­ 
m anded th at the reqnest for bla re tu rn should 
come iTom Von Arnim . Upon being satisfied th a t 
It was his m aster’s wish be consented to go back 
to BerUn. He had left the papers and letters in 
charge of a German m erolisnt in New York. 
On Wednesday nig h t he left St. Louis for tb e 
E ask via the Vandalia route, arriving In New 
York Friday algbk receiving bis papers and set­ 
ting sail to-day for Europe. Tnere has been an 
effort on the p art of the detectlvea to conceal tbe 
affair, but It has leaked out through a friend of tbe 
Uuder Secretary, wbo also reiosed to give the 
m an’s name. 
The detectives, upon being questioned, adm it 
th a t they sent such a m an to Europe upon advices 
from Berlin; but decline to give bis nam e o r tell 
how far he was connected with Von Arnlm or tbe 
ab stracted S tate docum ents, tnougU tney adm it 
be w as w anted for political reasons.

I barred against them. 
Now is the time for New York to remember 
! and begin her duty. 
The snffering this year 
I is likely to be as great as it was last year, and, 
as we have pointed out in previous articles, the 
organized charities of the city are not capable 
of relieving i t They provide costly machinery 
for the purpose, and those who use them as in­ 
struments of doing good should remember the 
story of the man who contributed a cent to 
the heathen and a dollar to pay the expense 
of sending it to its destination. 
Many of 
these charitable institutions consume seventy 
per cent of the money they receive in paying 
the salaries of their officers, and some, there is 
too much reason to fear, are mere speculations 
for the benefit of their managers. 
Instead of 
this machinery for doing a little good at a 
great expense, we want methods of relief 
which shall directly reach tbe suffering poor. 
We want charities like the St. John’s Guild, 
the Floating Hospital, the river excursions for 
mothers and tbeir children, which last snm­ 
mer were conducted by gentlemen who de­ 
clined salaries and gave their time and labor 
for nothing. 
Last winter immeasurable good 
was done m this way by the voluntary co­ 
operation of citizens, and now we should 
profit by the experience and improve, if pos­ 
sible, upon tbe tried methods.

The righ t reverend prelate began by say in g tb a t 
the w ords of bU te x t conveyed the idea of a m ar­ 
riage. It would be a m istake, how ever, to suppose 
tb a t the language of this m arriage song w as to be 
lim ited to Its prim ary signification, or m erely re­ 
ferred to the m arriage of King Solom on to the 
d au gn ter of the K ing of Egypt.
